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Truck Industry fn 
Coffee Employes 


There are 1,500 people em- 
ployed in the trucking indus- 
try in Coffee county with an 
income of six million dollars 
a year ,the Elba Rotary Club 
was told Monday by Henry 
Dorsey, production manager of 
Dorsey Trailers. This is the 
employment and payroll pro- 
vided by the 2,500 trucks re- 
gistered in Coffee county alone, 
he said, : 

In the entire state of Alaba- 
ma, Mr. Dorsey said, the truck- 
ing industry employs 250,000 
people with an income of more 
than  $500,000,000 annually, 
which is 12% times as many 
people as are employed on the 
railroads in the state. 

Trucking in Alabama is grow. 
ing faster than in any state 
east of the Rockies, he said, In 
1908 there were 10 trucks in 
Alabama and in 1965 there 
were over 200,000 valued at 
$250,000,000. The trucking in- 
dustry in Alabama grew 176 per 
cent from 1939 to 1951 and 15 
per cent from 1941 to 1950, 

In Alabama there are 556 
small postoffice communities 
served only by trucks and more 
than 20 per cent of all county 
seats in Alabama are served by 
trucks, he said. 


Mr. Dorsey emphasized the 


great contribution of the truck. , 


ing industry to the support of 
government by saying that the 
taxes on a four-axle truck and 
trailer equals the taxes on 39 
automobiles in Alabama while 
for the U. S. the average is 35 
automobiles.

For this reason, 
he says, consult a veterinarian 
when such symptoms as loss of 
appetite, breathing difficulty, 
a drop in milk production, a- 
bortions, scouring or jaundice 
appear. 

The most satisfactory way of 
preventing losses is to have 
stock vaccinated against the 
disease. Other steps include 
protecting feed and water fa- 
cilities so they cannot become 
contaminated by _ diseased 
stock. keeping animals away 
from low, wet pastures, ponds 
and slow-moving streams, and 
having replacement stock blood 
tested and isolated to protect 
the home herd, reminds Lanier.

Five Major Bills 
Signed Into Law 
By Gov. Pattersen 


Montgomery-—Calling it “One 
of the most important pieces 
of legislation in year’s”, Goy, 
John Patterson has signed a 
bill extending the state’s pro- 
gram of medical care for old 
folks, 

As a result, the State Depart 
ment of Pensions and Security 
has taken immediate steps to 
enlarge the medical care pro- 
gram for old age pensioners. 
Starting Oct, 1, they will be eli- 
gible for 15 days free hospital 
care, instead of just 10 days, at 
state expense each year, 

“This will be a $5 million-a- 
year program,” said Goy, Pat- 
terson, “It will benefit our eld- 
er citizens when they require 
help the most, when they are 
sick, It is heart-warming to 
know that the state is now able 
to provide for them by paying 
emergency hospital and doctor 
bills.” 

Others Eligible 

Persons over 65 who are in 
need, but who are not on old 
age pension rolls, will also be 
eligible for hospital care under 
the new legislation. But it will 
be several weeks before ar- 
rangements can be completed 


to inaugurate this new state 
service. 
The medcare measure was 


one of fve major bills passed 
by the Regular Legislative Ses- 
sion which Goy. Patterson has 
signed into law. Other new 
laws include: 

1, The state's widely adelaim 
ed competitive bid law was 
tightened to require that ev- 
erything the state buys or 
builds is done by bid. The new 
law fixes the maximum with- 
out-bid purchase at $500 in- 
stead of $800, brings the A.B.C. 
Board (previously exempted) 
under competitive bidding, 
makes all repairs and mainien- 
ance work subject to competi- 
tive bidding and provides thai 
a contractor cannot collect if 
work is performed on an illegal 
contract. 

Policy Academy 

2. A new $300,000 Policy Aca- 
demy was authorized to be 
constructed on land already ic 
quired next to the Montgomery 
Highway Patrol Post, The aca- 
demy will provide year-round 
schooling for all state, county 
and city law enforcement agen 
cies. Sleeping and eating 
commodations are included in 
the academy. 

3. A $4 million revenue bond 
issue was authorized for an ad 
ditional state office building 
on the State Capitol grounds. 
It is to be occupied by the State 
Highway Department and the 
State Department of Public 
Safety. 

4. A $10 million general cp- 
ligation bond issue was vassed 
to build a new ,modern Kilby 
Prison away from Montgom- 
ery. Voters must approve the 
bond issue, along with 40 other 
measures, at the polls Dec. 5. 

Almost a score of local schooi 
financing bills were also sign- 
ed into law.

Pupil Expenditure 
Average In U. S. 
Is $390 Per Year 


National expenditures o n 
education are well over 
that of a decade ago, now a- 
bout $390 a year per pupil, but 
that tells only part of the story 
of today’s schools, according to 
Changing Times, the Kiplinger 
Magazine. 

In an article in the current 


twice 


issue of the magazine the edi- 
tors point out that while “com 
munities that spend more give 
their youngsters higher quality 
education, which in turn pays 
off in higher incomes and 
higher tax revenues,” the uiti- 
mate test is in the quality of 
the schools “You may be 
spending a lot,” the article 
States, “but for the wrong 
things, or spending so iittle 
that you couldnt possibly have 
the schools you need.” 

Recognizing that education 
priorities vary widely, the edi- 
tors note that all districts do 
share certain fundamental 
needs, and “these have led to 
standards on which most edu- 
cation experts and a number 
of citizens’ groups agree.’ They 
recommend the following yard 
Stick: 

Attendance 

Youngsters in the conumuni- 
ty should go to school for at 
least 12 years. If they don’t at- 
tend regularly, or dropouts are 
high, better see why the schools 
aren't holding them, 

Scope 

School programs should be 
diversified so that all types are 
holped to develop—the bright, 
the slow, those who are head- 
ing for college and those who 
are heading for jobs. 

Elementary Subjects 

Reading, writing and arith- 
metic should receive strong em 
phasis from the earliest grades 
Elementary pupils shouid also 
be given social studies (includ- 
ing history and geography), 
science, music and art. They 
must gain respect for learning 
and intellectual values, and 
they must be taught that peo- 
ple live, think and speak in 
different ways. 

Junior High School Subjects 

All seventh and eighth grade 
students should take English, 
social studies, math, science, 
art, musie and physical educa- 
tion. There should be courses 
in home economies and indus- 
trial arts. Aleebra should be a- 
vailable in grade eight. Some 
students should be able to stu- 
dy a modern foreign Jancuage 
in grade seven, By the eid of 
junior high even the woorest 
readers should be able to read 
at least at ‘the sixth grade le- 
vel,

Requirements should include 
four years of English, at ieast

available to students in picking 
courses that match their abili- 
ties and plans for the future, 
A school should have at least 
one full time professional coun 
selor for every 300 students. 
Teachers 

Every teacher should have a 
liberal education as well as 
substantial knowledge of the 
subject field or fields in which 
he teaches. The school system 
should be willing to pay at 
least what other school  sys- 
tems pay, and as much as 
workers get in other occupa- 
tions that require a college de- 
gree (national average teacher 
pay is $5,400, ranging from 
Silghtly over $3,500 in Missis- 
sippi to nearly $7,000 in Cali- 
fornia.) 

Staff Size 

In elementary schools, teach 
ers shouldn't have classes lar- 
ger than 25 pupils; in secon- 
dary schools, the teacher load 
shouldn't be higher than five 
periods a day involving a total 
of 125 to 150 students; Enelish 
teachers should be responsible 
for no more than 100 students, 
The school system should have 
a full complement of special- 
ists, consultants and supervis- 
ors—roughly no fewer than 50 
professionals (ineluding teach- 
ers) to every 1,000 students, In 
high schools, a full time assist 
ant principal is needed for ey- 
ery 750 pupils and a clerk or 
secretary for every 250 pupils 

School Size 

To be economical, enrollment 
should be at least 500 for a 
four year high school, 350 for 
a three year school, 250-300 for 
an elementary school, 

Buildings 
construction program 
should be characterized b y 
careful, long-range planning. 
Too many districts wait until 
the last minute before they 
build. Outdoor needs generally 
require an acre and a half for 
up to 315 pupils in grades one, 
two and three; about six acres 
for up to 315 pupils in grades 
four, five and six; and around 
13 acres for up to 750 pupils in 
grades seven and eight. Class- 
rooms should be planned for 
a wide variety of learning ac- 
tivities, and plenty of room 
should be allowed for counsel- 
ing, labs, and administrative 
use, Elementary schools as well 
as high schools need good li- 
braries. 

These are the criteria, ac- 
cording to the magazine, which 
will help a community decide 
whether it is getting its mon- 
ey’s worth in schook.

Wages In Alabama 
Are Above Average 


The hourly wage rate for 
Alabama workers in July ex- 
ceeded the regional average 
rate of eight Southeastern 
states according to Ralph R. 
Williams, Director of the Ala- 
bama Department of Industri- 
al Relations. 

The average hourly rate com 
puted at $1.96, was 238 cents 
higher than the average rate 
of $1.73 for the region compos- 
ed of Alabama, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Virginia, Wil- 
liams said. 

Not only did Alabama work- 
ers receive a higher wage rate 
than the regional average, but 
they worked less hours to earn 
nearly eight dollars more per 
week than the average weckly 
earnings for workers in these 
states, Williams said. 

The weekly paycheck totalled 
$78.01 for Alabama workers as 
compared with the $70.65 week. 
ly average of the other states, 
Williams said. 

These estimates include all 
full and part-time wage and 
salary workers on established 
payrolls. Excluded are farm 
workers, domestics, self employ. 
ed and members of the armed 
forces, Williams added.

County Licenses 


Go On Sale Here 
At Court House 


Store license, business and 
professional license, car and 
truck tags, hunting and fish- 
ing and other licenses, will go 
on sale, at the Probate Office 
Oct. 2. Boat tags, as well as mo 
tor vehicle licenses, should be 
renewed between Oct. 2 and 
Noy. 15. Persons re-registering 
boats must bring expiring boat 
tag receipt in order to keep the 
same number. 

Hunting and fishing license 
may be procured now by those 
Wishing to avoid the rush, 'The 
new license will go into effect 
Oct, 1. 

Store and privilege license 
may also be procured now but 
will not go into effect until Oct. 
1. Persons renewing store and 
privilege license may save time 
by bringing along their expir- 
ing license, 

Deadline for renewing store 
privilege, business and profess- 
ional license will be Oct. 31 and 
deadline for renewing motor 
vehicle license and boat tags 
will be Nov. 15 as in previous 
years. 

Persons operating trucks for 
hire will be required to pur- 
chase “For Hire” tags this year 
instead of the regular truck 
tags required in previous years. 
Cost of these “For Hire” tags 
will be governed by weight. As 
some sypes of vehicles are ex- 
empt from this new ‘law, it is 
suggested that all persons op- 
erating trucks for hire should 
come by the Probate office and 
investigate this new  reduire- 
ment.

Mrs. Mary Carnley Purvis,

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How the death of a man in 
Coffee county without a will 
cost his estate more than $45 - 
000, was told to the Rotary 
Club this week by Attorney Le- 
wey Stephens who opened by 
saying: “The preatest crime 
you can commit against your 
family is not to leave a will at 
your death.” 

Mr. Stephens explained that 
a man in Coffee county died at 
the age of 38 years, previously 
apparently in good health, 
leaving real estate holdings, 
stocks and bonds, but without 
a will. He left a wife and three 
children, the youngest shout 
nine years old. 


Costly Procedure 

The widow had to file a pe- 
tition in Probate Court for let- 
ters of administration, the pro- 
bate judge had to appoint a 
commissioner to evaluate the 
estate, she had to have herself 
appointed guardian of her 
children, had to make a bond 
for double the amount of the 
property involved, had to pay 
an estate tax of over $12 000, 
had to go into Probate Court 
with a petition to permit her 
to rent part of the land at a 
cost of more than $45,000, all 
of which would have been un- 
necessary if her husband had 
left a will. 

“Under the laws cf Alabama, 
if a man dies without a will, 
and the widow has no children, 
she is allowed only the use of 
his homestead during her life- 
time but the homestead is lim- 
ited to 160 acres if he owns 
more than that, and she is al- 
lowed the use of one-third of 
his estate beyond the home- 
stead, but only for her own 
use,” he explained. 


Can’t Sell a Tree 

“She can’t even sell a tree off 
the estate, and in Coffee coun 
ty there are widows who can’t 
pay their taxes because their 
husbands left no wills, though 
there is timber on the prener- 
ty which could easily provide 
that income,” he explained 

Yet, the making of a will is 
very simple, Mr. sphens said. 
A man and his wife has only 
each to write a paper, each 
them leaving his or her ¢ 
estate to the other, anc 
of them sign his or her 
the presence of two persons 
who must also sign it as wit 
nesses. 

Questions from the group a- 
bout laws which appl i 
dren unborn at the 
will is made, and oth 
revealed that while a_ sim} 
will, where husband and 
each leaves his estate to 
other, is preferable to none 
all, yet it is saver to have th 
will drawn by a lawyer who 
can advise them of legal fac- 
tors involving life insurance, 
children, and many other fac- 
tors,
